crop cut and threshed yet, much less hauled t« 
market and sold for real cash. Here and there a 
hail storm, and the appearance of rust and saw 
flies has helped to restore sanity, and to create an 
atmosphere in which less extravagant and more 
attainable hopes are the order of the day. The 
West has a splendid crop in prospect, perhaps the 
biggest it has yet produced. Favorable conditions 
are more general than they have been for many 
years at this season, and the per acre yield should 
equal or beat the records the country over, barring 
mishaps between now and selling time. But as yet 
the crop is only in prospect. It will do no harm 
to keep that important fact in mind, and not go 
dizzy with castle-building. The time to cheer will 
be when the grain is in the elevators. This is the 
time to hope, and trust, and to consider what can 
he done by the individual and the communits 
should things go amiss in the meantime. 


OVER-DOING IT. 

Premier Dunning thinks that the benefits to 
be derived from a wheat pool—or a pair of them 
—are being exaggerated by some farmers. There 
can hardly be a dovbt of that. The pooling idea 
is being popularized by an appeal to the visionary 
rather than to the calculating faculties. So far 
as noted neither Mr. Sapiro nor any other author 
ity has got down to brass tracks and told the 
farmers plainly that they may expect to get five 
or fifty cents per bushel more for their wheat if 
they sell it collectively. Yet the impression is 
given that they will get more, and if the pool does 
not attain that result it will fail of the one and 
cnly purpose behind the demand for it.
